Trump and Wynne just two peas in political pod 


D onald Trump and 
Kathleen Wynne 
are somewhat 
alike. No, really they are. 

Their philosophies 
of course are different. 
Wynne is about as far left 
as you can go, supporting 
bigger government, higher 
taxation and massive 
social engineering. 

Trump claims to be a 
right winger, although it’s 
anybody’s guess what he 
truly believes — besides that 
he’s the greatest politician in 
the history of the world.

In fact, she believes the 
strategy puts her on the side 
ofthegods, and therefore it 
does not bear questioning. 

In his rush to be 
successful at business, 
Trump cared not upon 
whom he stepped or how 


big a trail of personal and 
family financial destruction 
he left in his wake. 

In Ontario Wynne has 
similarly taken up with 
fervour the Dalton McGuinty 
strategy oftiampling all 
over the rights of citizens 
in rural Ontario to develop 
wind factories. Again, no 
opposition aliowed. 

The Ontario plan favours 
giant offshore businesses 
over the interests of the 
residents of rural Ontario at 
every turn. Trump always 
favoured busmesses — 
mostly his own. 

lust to be absolutely clear 
I am 100 per cent supportive 
of environmental initiatives 
and renewable energy that 
makes sense, but large scale 
wind factories do not. More 
on that another time. 

Trump and his campaign 
have adopted a "never look 
back, never apologize" 
strategy. In Ontario, 

Wynne's government does 
not back down on anything, 
even when it’s the subject of 
police investigations. 

For his running mate 
Trump chose Indiana 
Governor Mike Pence. So 
far Pence has done little but 
nod his head in agreement 
with whatever outrageous 
nonsense spews forth as 
Donald runs his mouth. 

Although Ontario doesn’t 
have a real VP position, 
the word strong is not the 
first one that springs to 
mind when you look at the 
provincial cabinet. 


To risk overusing an 
example, ifyou put the entire

In the U.S. Donald 
feels disrespected in the 
corridors of power. 

In Ontario Wynne 
argues that her critics in 
the media don’t like what 
she stands for. 

The common 
interpretation of that 
lament is that we don’t 
like her because she’s a 
woman and a lesbian. 

In rural Ontario we 
don’t like her because 
she’s incompetent. 

Many of Wynne’s 
supporters will argue that 
she is nothing like the 
American presidential 
nominee. But that's to be 
expected from folks who 
have drunk the Liberal Kool- 
Aid. And therein lies the 
problem with partisanship. 

If all voters would really 
look at the candidates and 
think about what they are 
saying, elections would bring 
entirely different results. 

But when you vote 
Republican, or Liberal, just 
because your grandfather 
said you should, you can end 
up supporting people who 
should never be allowed 
near the levers of power 
That’s what happened in 
Ontario. It’s scary to think it 
also could happen in the U.S.

Niagara's bridges. He said 
even at the Whirlpool Bridge, 
which is a Nexus-only cross¬ 
ing, it took motorists half an 
hour to come into Canada 
Saturday.

Health Corner 


Practical Tip for your Kids to Have a Cavity Free Mouth for Life 


-Yes.The Bugs! 

Awhile back I talked about 
how the cavities occur in 
our mouth. This week, we 
will discuss one of three 
elements that involved in 
cavity formation. 

Bugs. 

Yes, tooth decay is a 
biological process. Cavity 
causing bacteria are 
the main enemy here. 
You may know that our 
bodily cells cohabit with 
micro-organisms. Some 
of these micro-organisms 
do benefit us (as in gut 
bacteria). However, many 
species do harm us in a 
certain way. There are 
several known species of 
bacteria that cause tooth 
decay. I won’t name them 



but one of the things the 
bacteria have in common 
is the biological process 
they need to produce 
energy to survive and 
reproduce. 

Essentially, the bacteria 
consume sugar as food 
and use it to produce 
essential energy. However, 
by-product of this process 
is lactic acid. Like any 
acid, lactic acid dissolves 
minerals. A tooth is 
composed of enamel 
and dentine. Both are 
calcium phosphate crystal 


structure, which can be 
easily dissolved by lactic 
acid. 

So, what can we do in the 
light of this revelation? 
First we can try to lower the 
bacterial function. We can 
do this by exposing these 
bacteria to more alkaline 
(basic) environment. 
In other words, acidic 
conditions make them 
thrive. On the other hand, 
basic conditions make 
them more dormant.

Mental health challenges are 
daunting for young people.

These issues won't necessarily 
resolve themselves when a child 
becomes an adult, and needs 
new services. 


Young clients and their fami¬ 
lies can be frustrated, and some¬ 
times slip through the cracks

Pathstone CEO Shaun Baylis 
said the initiative also flows from 
a provincial government drive 
to improve access to care in that 
way across Ontario.

An “Unknown Soldier” buried here has been identified in 
Rev. Don Glennie’s research as Corporal Carrington (James 
or William) of the 47th Regiment of Foot, the Lancaster 
Regiment of Liverpool, England. Stationed in Montreal after 
service in Crimea, these 1200 British regulars were mshed 
to Toronto and on to Chippewa by train, then quick marched 
toward the front in Fort Erie to strengthen Canadian militia 
facing the US sponsored “Fenian Invasion” of Canada 
in 1866. Carrying extra gear, career soldier Carrington 
collapsed in the heat on June 2. The 150 anniversary of 
this defence of Canada in 2016 resulted in the gift of his 
monument by Kirkpatrick Monuments of Fort. Erie. Sunday 
worship service 11:00 am; only minutes to Sodom Rd, 
Ft.
